Scrap Metal Bids:  The Board advertised for bids for the removal of scrap metal from the Landfill and one bid 

was received from James Barber at a bid of $42.51 per ton.  This is the amount that he would pay the Town 

per ton.  The Board will look into what the County contract is for salvage before making a decision.   
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New Business: 
Board of Assessment Review Member:  Supervisor Simpson said the Board needs to appoint a new Board of 
Assessment Review member as well as an Alternate.  Councilperson Higgins said the Board should advertise 
the position to see who is interested.  The Board agreed.
